REMARKS 

At the time of the Office Action dated July 13, 2005, claims 1-19 were pending. Of those 
claims, claims 10 and 15-19 have been withdrawn from consideration pursuant to the provisions 
of 37 C.F.R. §1.1 42(b). Applicants acknowledge, with appreciation, the Examiner's indication 
that claims 5-9 and 14 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

In this Amendment, claims 1, 3, 4, 11, 13 and 14 have been amended. Care has been 
exercised to avoid the introduction of new matter. Adequate descriptive support for the present 
Amendment should be apparent throughout the originally filed disclosure as, for example, the 
depicted embodiments and related discussion thereof in the written description of the 
specification. 

Claims 1, 3, 4, 11 and 13 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Fujihara et al. 

In the statement of the rejection, the Examiner asserted that Fujihara et al. discloses a 
probing device setting probe card parallel, identically corresponding to what is claimed. 

Applicants submit that Fujihara et al. does not disclose, among other things, enabling 
photographing all the electrode pads to be photographed by consecutively changing a 
photographing position, recited in independent claims 1 and 1 1 , as amended. 

Fujihara et al. only discloses that servo motors 73a to 73c adjust tilting of table 71 based 
on control of a CPU 76 (col. 7, 11. 37-41). Moreover, parallel detector 75 (trace reader 65) reads 
all pads 52 of selected chip 51 at a time (col. 8, 11. 25-31). It is apparent that Fujihara et al. does 
not disclose changing the photographing position within chip 5 1 . See Fig. 1 1 . 
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Accordingly, Applicants submit that Fujihara et al. does not disclose a probe mark device 
and a probe mark reading method including all the limitations recited in independent claims 1 
and 11, within the meaning of 35 U.S.C. 102. Dependent claims 3, 4 and 13 are also patentably 
distinguishable at least because they respectively include all the limitations recited in 
independent claims 1 and 1 1 . Applicants, therefore, respectfully solicit withdrawal of the 
rejection of claims 1, 3, 4, 11 and 13, and favorable consideration thereof. 

Claims 2 and 12 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Fujihara et al. in view of Nakata et al. 

In the statement of the rejection, the Examiner asserted that it would have been obvious 
to modify Fujihara et al. based on the teachings of Nakata et al. to arrive at the claimed 
invention. 

In response, Applicants submit that the applied combination of Fujihara et al. and Nakata 
et al. does not teach a probe mark device and a probe mark reading method including all the 
limitations recited in claims 2 and 12. This is so because claims 2 and 12 respectively include all 
the limitations recited in independent claims 1 and 1 1. In addition, Nakata et al. does not teach 
enabling photographing all the electrode pads to be photographed by consecutively changing a 
photographing position, recited in independent claims 1 and 1 1 . Nakata et al., therefore, does not 
cure any deficiencies of Fujihara et al. Therefore, Applicants respectfully solicit withdrawal of 
the rejection of claims 2 and 12 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), and favorable consideration thereof. 
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Conclusion. 

It should, therefore, be apparent that the imposed rejections have been overcome and that 
all pending claims are in condition for immediate allowance. Favorable consideration is, 
therefore, respectfully solicited.
